Hits Neglected Animals 


Farm animals that have become 


scrawny through necrioct during win- 
ter months are susceptible to disease, 
says Dr. G. S. Weaver, veterinarian 
at South Dakota State college. Tlem- 
orrhagic 
septicemin Is one of the 


diseases that is especially active. 


Dr. Weaver says that cattle are not 


the only animals affected by hetnor- 
rhagic septlcemla, but the disease in 
cattle is of most importance. The dis-

Young animals are the most suscep- 
tible. 


Treatment consists mainly of pre- 


vention. Provide the cattle with shel- 
ter, palatable food and warm water. 
The veterinarian con be of assistance 
In properly diagnosing the disease. A 
vaccine is being used with good re- 
sults.

WATER GLASS BEST 


•TO PRESERVE EGGS 


Preserving eggs in water glass has 


become a general practice, and Is 
meeting with perfect success where- 
ever tried, provided it is properly car- 
ried on. Remember that if you put in 
a poor egg, you are going to take out 
a poor one. 


Eggs to be put in water glass should 


be fresh, sound and clean. 
They 


should be gathered daily and preserved 
the same day on which they are laid. 
Infertile eggs are conducive to the best 
success. 


The method of preservation is as 


follows: 
Take one quart of water 


glass, which can be secured at any 
drug store at about $1 per gallon, and 
mix with ten quart* of water that has 
been boiled and thon

properly kept. But by considering the 
price now and in winter, you can af- 
ford to eat three water glass eggs 
next winter wnere you could eat only 
one fresh one, and still have some 
money left. It will be found hard to 
boil water glass eggs, but by "punc- 
turing the large end with a needle, to 
allow the air to escape, and allowing 
the water to come to a boll gradually, 
you will not experience much trouble.

Increase Yield of Eggs 


by Destroying All Mites 


Poultry men and farmers sometimes 


overlook a very Important fact. It IB 
that the best of feed, plenty of it, well 
balanced ration, etc., will not induce 
hens to lay eggs If they ere compelled 
to roost In houses infested with mites. 


The little red Insect saps the vital- 


ity of the hen by sucking her blood. 
Hens have actually been killed, vir- 
tually eaten alive, by mites. Chickens 
cannot lay except when their vitality 
is maintained. Vitality and mites can- 
not exist in the same hen roost. 


Guard against mites by giving all 


woodwork inside the poultry house a 
cont of hot whitewash well carbolized. 


The. 
roosts 
and 
their 
supports 


should be painted all over with car- 
bolineum, 
zenoleum, 
carpoline, 
or 


kresol. 
These are all similar prod- 


ucts, called by different names by 
different manufacturers. 
They are 


cresol or tar oil disinfectants, and are 
death to mites, while in no way injuri- 
ous to the chickens. 


The time and cost of carrying out 


these suggestions will be amply repaid 
by the hens who will show their ap- 
preciation by an increased yield of 
eggs. 


Infertile Eggs Contain 


Some Important Elements 
Feeding of infertile eggs that have 


been candled out of an incubator was 
mentioned in a recent issue of the 
Orange Judd Farmer. 
It was sug- 


gested that these be cooked and 
ground up to feed baby chicks. Some 
complaint Is made about the odor of 
these eggs. 
Don't let that frighten 


anyone. If they are thoroughly cooked 
there is no danger to the chicks. Even 
the eggs containing dead germs 11 
candled out before they are too far 
along, make good feed. 


The chicks thrive on these ground 


eggs, and they furnish some important 
feeding elements. The shells can be 
ground up with the eggs. Frequently 
the number of eggs tested out of In- 
cubators is 'small. In such a case, 
market eggs are usually proOtable as 
a feed for the first two weeks.

French Indo-China—has been brought 
dramatically out of oblivion for the 
rest of the world by the spectacular 


I flight of Captain D'Oisy. French air- 


man, 
who in only a few days' flying 


time recently tied Paris to the eastern 
capitals, Saigon and Hanoi. 


Bven the location and make-up- of 


French Indo-Chlaa are hazy matters 
in most Western minds. 
Southern 


Asia consists of a series of peninsulas 
beginning in the west with Arabia. 
Then follow gigantic India, and the 
narrow, long-drawn-out Malay penin- 
sula. 
French Indo-China is just be- 


yond the latter and is the blunt, 
thumb-like projection that completes 
the South Asiatic peninsula series. 


This French territory is in practi- 


cally the same latitude as the North- 
ern Philippines and Central America, 
a land in the edge of the tropics, 
wnrm and damp and tremendously 
productive. 
Dense 
forests 
cover 


much of (ho country, both lowland 
;iud nioiini-iiiis, :ind insiny parts tuivc 
nol bciMi <H'V'.'!<>iM-<l or oven cxplon-d. 


Fivneli 
Indn-C.'liina. which is hall" 


again its hiriii' as France, consists <>t 
Cochin-China ''in the southeast, a full- 
fledged French colony with a repre- 
sentative in the house of deputies; and 
the protectorates of Cambodia, Annam, 
Tongklng and Laos. 
Tonking, how- 


ever, is really more than a protec- 
torate. The other units of that class 
have their native kings assisted by 
French residents. Tonglcing has nei- 
ther king nor viceroy, but is admin- 
istered entirely by French officials. 
The various provinces that make up 
the French Indo-Chinese union have 
a total population of more than 17,- 
000,000. 
The southern territory 
which is 


tributary to Saigon is a highly pro- 
ductive agricultural country. 
It is, 


in fact, the second largest rice pro- 
ducing region in the world, being sur- 
passed only by nearby Burma. Sugar, 
too, 
is produced in large quantities. 


Cambodia may play a very important 
economic role in the future for it is 
an excellent cotton country. 


Saigon and Hanoi. 


Siiigon, the capital of Cochin-China, 


was until 1!K)2 also the administrative 
center of all the French territories of 
the union. 
That distinction lias now 


passed on to Hanoi. The city proper 
has a population of about 85,000, but 
its suburbs swell the total to upward 
of 200,000. 
About 10,000 Frenchmen 


live i" Saigon exclusive of soldiers. 
With its well-kept, wide, shady streets, 
:ind its beautiful public buildings and 
statues, Saigon is a sort of Washing- 
ton of the Far Bust. 
The city is 


situated 34 miles from the sea on Hie

The river is connected with a large

The jungles and forests of French 


rntlo-Ohlna, like those of Siam, har- 
bor wild elephants, tigers, wild boars, 
tsnd rhinoceroses.

• Picture a small, round valley nes- 
tling among wondrous green hills, some 
of which are almost worthy of the 
nnme of mountains, with a river care- 
fully making a letter S or two in 
ni-rlei to enter this beautiful strong- 
hold 
That is the site of Bilboa, vvilh 


its hundred thousand souls the larg- 
est Basque Utj and the second sea- 
port of Spam 


The river is the Nervion, which has 


been cannli'/.ed from the city to the 


, Bav of BISC.IJ, eight miles distant, so 


that sea-going merchant vessels come 
to town, passing tiie Ayuntamiento, 
Hie beautiful municipal building, on 
(heir way, and dropping anchor within 
si slone's throw of the Teatro Arriga, 
one ol (he finest theaters in Spain 


The hills encircle the city so closely 


that the ribbons of railways seeking 
entry from north, east, south and west 
attain their end only by plunging into 
smoky tunnels. 


After likening the Basque provinces 


to New England, one must mix his 
similes a bit and admit that Bilboa is 
the "Pittsburgh" of Spain. Along tho 
Nervion, between the city and the 
sea, are some of the world's most 
famous 
iron deposits. 
They 
were 


known in the Middle ages—so much 
so, in fact, that Elizabethan writers 
used the term "bilbo" for rapipr. 
It 


is largely during tbe last three de- 
cades, however, that vast exploitation 
has taken place; and now the rivor 
is lined with freighters loading ore 
for 
Newcastle 
or 
for 
Rotterdam,

Many Mines and Foundries. 


One derives a false picture of the 


center of Basquedom around Bilbao^ 
unless he takes the little eight-mile . 
side trip from the city down to the 
sea. 
Paralleling each sfde of the 


river is an electric tramway, and par- 
alleling each of these in turn is a 
steam railway. 


Town after town is to be seen on the 


way. 
Along the left bank of the 


Nervion shipbuilding yards are suc- 
ceeded by immense iron foundries and 
smelters,, and dozens of steamers are 
tied up alongside these industrial 
plants, all combining to fill the air 
with the smoke of man's activities. 


The pretty green hillsides far be- 


yond the river are marred here and 
therp by patches of reddish-browa 
color, where, in the distance, can be 
seen the puff of the little locomotives 
of the ore trains, and occasionally the 
rumble of a djnaoute explosion is 
heard 
These are the mines, and from, 


many of them, stretching for miles 
through the air, to the loading berths 
on the river, are aerial cables, to which 
are fastened buckets full of red ore 
moving 
continually 
from 
mine 
to 


river, with ' parallel cables carrying 
back the empties to the 
far-away 


brown patches on the hillside. 


The rivei winds its way between 


these rich hills, and finally, rounding a 
corner, comes suddenly to the sea. 


i The M I (inn sei. breezes of the Biscay 


blow away tbe smudgy fog of indus- 
try, 
and one emerges again into sunny 


Spain. 


At each side of the river mouth is 


a town—Portugalete on the left and. 
Las Arenas on the right. A beautiful 
and unusual bridge, connecting the 
two forms a fitting monument to 
mark the union of the Nervion with 
the waters of the Atlantic. 


There are few harbors more beau- 


tiful in setting than this, with one 
breakwater of stone stretching far out 
into the sea from the Portugalete side 
and another, of equal length, from 
the Las Arenas side.

breakwaters are vessels riding at an- 
chor on the deep, blue water, a few , 
steamers and 
many 
small fishAfig 


schooners, for the fresh fish ojf the 
Basque sea are marked high^/in the 
record of fish excellence.

EGGS PROM PULLETS 


POOE FOR HATCHING 


Pullets never should he used as 


breeders unless they are early hatched 
and handled under the most favorable 
conditions, sdis Noel Hah, extension 
specialist of the Missouri state poul- 
try experiment station, at Mountain 
Grove, Mo 


The following are the essential 


points In producing hatching eggs 
from pullets: 


First, the pullets should be early 


hatched. 
It 
is necessary for the 


fowls to be mature for the best re- 
sults. 


Second, they must have been raised 


properly—they must be well devel- 
oped. Eight-months-old pullets that 
have been fed and housed properly 
a.re better than twelve-months pullets 
handled under unfavorable conditions. 


Third, the pullet should be biou^ht 


Into lay early m the mil and „ inter 
and allowed a rest before breeding 
season. This allows them to be "m 
good physical condition for the pro- 
duction of hatching eggs 


Fourth, a good ration should be 


fed throughout the winter, but the 
pullets should not be forced for pro- 
duction 
The breeding ration should 


contain about three-fourths as touch 
protein as the laying r.Uion. 


Fifth, the pullets used as breeders 


should be supplied an abundance of 
gieen food. It will pay to use alfalfa

/that the beat results are obtained 
from hens that have completed one 
laying year. However, with special 
care, good results can be secured from 
well-developed, vigorous pullets if 
they are not forced for production.
